Although the final arrange- 
ments were only decided upon the evening 
before and it was impossible to give wide 
notice of the service , there was a very large 
attendance of people desirous of showing 
their esteem for the deceased and their 
sympathy with his widow and orphan child.

Dean in the presence of 
the more intimate friends of the deceased, 
and the coffin was then borne to the Metho- 
dist church which was close by while the 
church bell gave notice of the roelancholy 
occasion. The pall bearers were Messrs J.

ham. The coffin was a_ beautiful burial 
casket and was covered with flowers in 
tasteful and appropriate designs, the offer- 
ing and work of loving friends. Following 
the pall bearers was the bereaved wife, sup- 
ported by Mr. and Mrs. Niblock, of Medi- 
cine Hat who had come sofar to pay the 
last tribute of respect to the departed ; then 
the evangelical ministers of Edmonton, then

strumental in establishing, and then Friend- 
ship lodge of the Independent Order of Odd- 
fellows, of which he was chaplain, and 
whose anniversary sermon Was almost his 
last pulpit utterance, and many other 
friends whose combined presence filled the 
church to overflowing. The pulpit, chairs 
and railing were draped in black, and a pro- 
fusion of flowers were tastefully disposed. 
A hymn was given out by Rev. Mr. Dean, 
and sung with feeling by the choir; the less- 
on, from the 15th chapter of the First 
Epistle to the Corinthians, commencing at 
the 20th verse, was read by Rev. Mr. 
Stunden, incumbeat of All Saints church, 
Edmonton; and Rev. Mr. Stephens, 
Presbyterian minister of Medicine Hat, 
offered up _ prayer.
